In an election 
that saw only 1536 votes cast, Roscoe 
received 511 and Mientikiewicz, 455.

In an extremely low voter turnout, 
precincts were nearly empty at an 
11:00 check. Precinct workers spent 
idle hours talking with each other. At 
Romulus City Hall, which houses 
three school election precincts, only 
33 residents had cast their votes by 
early afternoon. 

Joanne Whaley was one of those 
voters. "I voted for Mr. Mien¬ 
tkiewicz," said Whaley. 'Tve known 
him for many years and I think he'll 
do a good job." 

In a statement made after learning 
of his victory, Mienkiewicz wanted to 
thank everyone who worked on his 
campaign. "We feel good, we worked 
very hard. I want to thank everyone," 
said Mienkiewicz. "I am ready to go 
to work. The board is going to have 
to cut back on spending, much of the 
.waste in spending could be money go¬ 
ing to the students." He also supports 
a change in curriculum for the Romu¬ 
lus District. 

Roscoe's victory was bittersweet. 
She lost her mother only weeks before 
the election. "I couldn't drop out, be¬ 
cause I know my mother wouldn't 
want me to do that," said Roscoe. She 
was surprised with her victory, but is 
eager to begin working on the board. 
'Tm ready to get in there and get busy 


for our kids and for our community," 
said Roscoe. 

Roscoe believes that Mienkiewicz 
and she will be good additions to the 
board. They had combined the efforts 
of their campaigns, sharing workers 
and ideas. "I think we work very well 
together," she said. 

Both winners will be sworn in at a 
special ceremony in early July. 


Councilman Michael Prybyla is 
concerned about the number of 
break-ins occurring in Romulus. 

According to Prybyla and other 
residents in the city, several robberies 
have taken place in cars and homes in 
the past few months. Two of them oc¬ 
curred in Prybyla’s own neighbor¬ 
hood. A radio was stolen from a 
pariced car in front of his house, an¬ 
other from a car several blocks away. 

“People come up and say what’s 
going on?” says Prybyla. 

lYybyla is trying to find a mecha¬ 
nism to alert people to the recent 
string of thefts. At a recent city coun¬ 
cil meeting, he addressed the problem 
and asked Mayor Alan Lambert for a 
solution. He suggested that Lambert 
contact Police Chief Charles Kirby or 
Stephen Jones of Public Relations, to 
distribute the information about the 
robberies to the public. 

Lambert mentioned cost to put the 
information in print as a hindrance, as 
well as the local newspapers’ hesita¬ 
tion to put anything he sends into 
print. 

Prybyla now plans to talk to Chief 
Kirby to see if he will publish crime 
statistics on a weekly basis, in order 
for the public to be aware of what is 
happening in Romulus. He wants res¬ 
idents to toow what is going on.

Council approves Veri re-zoning

Danny Veri came to the Romulus 
City Council requesting that a parcel of 
land be re-zoned from Light Industrial 
to General Business, located on the 
southeast corner of Cogswell and 
Ecorse. He owns the land in a partner¬ 
ship with Liberty Property Tmst. He 
has no definite plans on what to do 
with the land but he has ideas. 

His request to le-zone was granted. 

One of Veri’s ideas is to develop a 
commercial district like he’s seen at the 
intersection of Opdyke Road and M- 
59. He thinks tlie area would be ideal 
to develop retail shops, restaurants and 
gas stations. 


However, he presented no plans to 
the city council because he is not ex¬ 
actly sure how to develop the district 
Many Romulus residents would like to 
see Romulus have more commercial 
development especially plans that in¬ 
clude supermarkets and restaurant 
chains. 

According to City Planner Cynthia 
Lyon, state law allows for developers 
to re-zone their land without having 
any definite plans when the land use is 
changed. They are allowed to do any¬ 
thing with the land as long as it conn- 
plies with zoning ordinances. 

Many developers, as Chairman 
Randolph Gear pointed out during the 
meeting, come to the city with big 
plans and elaborate drawings that are 


never put into action. The land stays 
vacant for years or is bought by anoA- 
er developer who re-zones the land 
again. 

Veri, however, gave no promises. 
He has no definite retail businesses 
lined up to buy or rent the land but he 
thinks restaurants are a possibility. 

Should Visteon decide to develop 
in Van Buren Township, the company 
headquarters would be in close prox¬ 
imity to the land at Ecorse and 
Cogswell, bringing in customers 
should a restaurant develop there. The 
property is also across the street from 
GM Powertrain. 

‘T believe that that will be the 
benchmark in developing food ser¬ 
vice,” said Veri. 


Suspect ID’ed 
in two break-ins 
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Window on Wayne

Ever wonder when the vil¬ 
lagers of Wayne first decided to 
create a governing body? To 
cast ballots? Their first ordi¬ 
nances? And what the issues 
were all importance during 
those early days immediately 
after the Civil War? 

Well, a little research in our 
past brought up some interest¬ 
ing details of life back when 
everybody knew everyone by 
their first name. 

It was on April 12, 1869, that 
the Village of Wayne held its 
first election, and that election 
determined the make-up of the 
local government. A total of 
103 votes were cast (sounds 
like a 2002 Board of Education 
vote tally, doesn’t it?), and the 
following residents went down 
in our history as the first-ever 
to win an elected office. 

The distinction of being 
elected the inaugural Village 
President went to one William 
R. Cornet, who received a 
grand total of 103 votes. A very 
personable guy, wouldn’t you 
say! The honor of becoming 
the Recorder, I would believe 
that would correspond to be¬ 
ing the City Clerk today , was 
awarded to William M. Hasti¬ 
ness. The keys to the Treasur¬ 
er’s Office went to Amman 
Brown. 

The trustees were: Jacob D. 
Bunting, Frederick Marker, Sr., 
John J. Paler and Israel Bell. 

The election was conducted 
at the Union Hotel in the Vil¬ 
lage which was located at the 
comer of Michigan Avenue and 
Monroe Street (Wayne Road). 
By the way the village popula¬ 
tion at the time was 800 resi¬ 
dents. 

The first order of business 
the newly-elected Village Fa¬ 
thers apparently faced was to 
adopt a series of ordinances. 
As far as I can find the very

first ordinance covered ani¬ 
mals. The ordinance prohibit¬ 
ed cattle, horses, mules, sheep 
and swine from running at 
large in the village streets. If 
convicted, the animal owner 
could be fined $1 per day. 

But, milk cows were specifi¬ 
cally allowed to roam the 
streets from 5 a.m. until 8 p.m., 
April 15 to November 15.1 real¬ 
ly don’t know the rational be¬ 
hind that, and maybe someone 
out there can tell me why. Also, 
the second part of that ordi¬ 
nance prohibited citizens from 
driving or riding animals on vil¬ 
lage sidewalks. 

The second ordinance 
adopted by the Village Council 
was the control of saloons. All 
saloons had to be closed from 
10 p.m. until 5 a.m. The Town 
Marshall may give a saloon 
keeper permission to remain 
open until midnight in the 
public interest. 

Saloons definitely had to 
keep their doors closed on 
Sundays. 

The Village Council also ap¬ 
proved ordinances for the safe¬ 
ty and welfare of its inhabi¬ 
tants. They levied highway tax¬ 
es, fines for disturbing the 
peace and personal injuries. 
They also required the licens¬ 
ing of circuses and the removal 
of ice and snow from the side¬ 
walks.

Nearly 24 percent of those in 
Inkster live below the poverty lev¬ 
el, which is approximately double 
the state and national rates. 

Consequently, Inkster was a 
logical choice for Prince Pasta 
and Gleaners when determining 
a site to reintroduce "Wednesday 


is Prince Spaghetti Day”. Head¬ 
quartered in Inkster, at 30000 
Hiveley, and serving nine cities 
through 19 locations in Western 
Wayne County, Starfish Family 
Services was an appropriate site 
for the contest.

Council questions 
delay in clean-up of 
broken water mains 


In the world of infrastructures, 
broken water mains are a part of 
the challenges faced by employees 
in the Department of Public Ser¬ 
vices. 

Broken water mains also are ac¬ 
companied by a wide range of de¬ 
bris. And when the breaks occur in 
the winter, sometimes the debris 
fi^ezes and remains an inmovable 
object. 

But, at least two Inkster lawmak¬ 
ers are wondering aloud why the 
clean-up of the remnants after the 
reconstruction of the line should 
take so long. 

Councilman Marcus Hendricks 
raised the question about the length 
of time it apparently takes for the 
DPW to clear the debris left in the 
wake of a broke main. The first-term 
lawmaker says he knows of cases 
where debris has been left lying at 
the site for more than a year. 

“In one incident it took more 
than a year to clean up,” said Hen¬ 


dricks, directing his comments to 
DPS Director Muzzaffar Lakhani. 
‘We need to solve this problem.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Wanda Harris- 
Faster said she wanted the situation 
“straightened out.” 

“Why does it take so long? It 
should never take so long,” Harris 
said, citing a case where the debris 
remained in place for nearly three 
years, despite complaints from resi¬ 
dents in the area. 

“Nobody should have to look at 
that kind of mess for that period of 
time,” Harris concluded. 

City Manager Robert Gordon in¬ 
formed council that the problems 
would be addressed as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

City officials also pointed out 
that in many cases the breaks in the 
water main occur in the winter and 
that it the debris is removed if the 
ground is not fi'ozea However, rarely 
is debris left at site during a break 
when the weather is not a factor.

Budget baffles board

tamper with class size. 

“It is still my opinion however, 
based on what weVe done that we’re 
still going to be in the negative even 
with all the work weVe done,” said 
\\htts. 

Several suggestions were tossed 
about, including cutting transporta¬ 
tion, initiating a pay to play system for 
athletics, or cutting the language arts 
program. 

“Pay to play is out there hanging 


somewhere,” said Sue Davis, PC 
board member. ‘The community is 
going to have to step up. Our priority 
is educating We can’t do everything 
for everybody anymore.” 

Davis said the board is going to 
have to find out just what is impor¬ 
tant to the community. 

‘This is not a seven person issue, 
this is a whole commun^ effort, and 
they are going to have to step up,” she 
sakL 

Anticipating higher teacher; ad¬ 
ministrative and staff salaries, Ply- 
mouth-Canton could find itself having 
to cut even more. In spite of a $200 
per pupil increase, and an e^qDected 
enrollment of an additional 130 stu¬ 
dents, the district could be fodng se¬ 
vere deficits as the year progresses, 
“We can’t say to our employees you 
aren’t going to get a raise, I don’t want 
to see it happen there,” said Davis. 

Booher treading in mur^ waters 
with parents who have demanded 
smaller class sizes waded into the 
deep end by saying that although 
class size is a value they hold together;

Have you been through downtown 
Wayne in the past several years? If you 
have you know it is a shell of what it once 
was during the 50’s and 60’s. Growth in 
Westland, Le., the Westland Mall and Can¬ 
ton, have destroyed the once prosperous 
retail district on Michigan Avenue. 

like Royal Oak and Pemdale, however; 
Wayne is reinventing itself, and a lot of 
that re-invention has to do with a con¬ 
cerned citizenry having the guts to put 
their money where their community is. 

With last week’s approval of the new po¬ 
lice station and announcement that An¬ 
napolis Hospital was breaking ground for 
a $24 million surgical wing, the City is on 
the fast track for new infr^tructure that 
will beget commercial growth. 

First came the announcement, and now 
construction of a new fire station. After 
much debate as to location, the new sta¬ 
tion is in the construction phase, and soon 
Wayne residents will be able to look for¬ 
ward to a bri^t, new station, and hopeful¬ 
ly quicker response times. Unlike the new 
police station, DDA monies will be used in 
constructing the fire station. 

The police station was given a thumbs 
up by voters last Tuesday, when they vot¬ 
ed 1,153 to 818 in favor to allow the city to 
assess up to 1 mil for the construction of 
the station. I found the widespread sup¬ 
port to an incredible show of generosity 
from the hardworking homeowners of 
Wayne, who could of just as easily said, “I 
can’t afford the additional tax bill.” 

The new station, so say the advocates, 
will bring Wayne into the 21st century, pro- 



Making voter fraud convenient 


At the June 3rci meeting of the 
Romulus City Council, State Repre¬ 
sentative Ray Basham spoke in an 
apparent attempt to mend his polit¬ 
ical fences. At the previous council 
meeting, Basham had been de¬ 
scribed (by this writer) as leading 
the effort to save Wayne County 
j&um losing millions of dollars ftum 
the Airport Parking Tax at the ex¬ 
pense of the City of Romulus. 

In 1987, in order to help Wayne 
County in a budget crisis, the state 
legislature passed a “temporaiy * air¬ 
port parking tax. The tax was 30% of 
parking revenue on facilities within 
the airport and a mile and half ra¬ 
dius of the airport (all wholly within 
the Romulus city limits). 

The City of Romulus received 
20% of the tax collected fium private 
parking companies outside of the 
aiiport. The county got the balance 
of the tax. Romulus considered its 
share as a partial recompense for 
the tax revenue lost from county 
(airport) properties not on its tax 
rolls. 

In March of this yeai; Rep. Bruce 
Patterson introduced a bill to repeal 
the 1987 tax. It was passed in the 
House with the understanding it 
would later be amended to reduce 
the tax rate to 15% and give Romu¬ 
lus a larger amount than it had been 
receiving under the 30% rate. Before 
that could happen, the state admin¬ 
istration decided it wanted $6 mil¬ 
lion per year from the airport tax to 
retire a proposed bond issue. 

Tie bond issue was to be used as 
‘Snatching flinds” to gain a $160 mil¬ 
lion federal grant to be used to en¬ 
hance airport security for all airports 
in the state. Democrats (including 
Basham) plus a handAil of Republi¬ 
cans opposed including Romulus in 
the proceeds of the reduced tax rate 



and a version was passed giving the 
state $6 million a year and the bal¬ 
ance to the coimty. 

Basham then proposed an 
amendment to restore the 30% tax 
rate (but still excluding Romulus) 
which failed. Then Basham pro¬ 
posed a 25% rate, which also failed. 
Not giving up, he then tried for a 
20% rate (still excluding Romulus) 
which also foiled. The result was the 
bill as it cleared the house contained 
the reduced 15% rate and excluded 
Romulus from participatioa 

When the bill reached the State 
Senate, it was amended to restore 
$2 million a year to Romulus (thus 
reducing the county's share) and it 
was passed and sent back to the 
house. 

Basham defended his actions 
claiming the county used the park¬ 
ing tax money for programs greatly 
beneficial to Romulus and any re¬ 
duction would jeopardize those pro¬ 
grams. The problem with that claim 
is that the parking tax money goes 
into the county's general fund and 
cannot be identified with any specif¬ 
ic program. 

However; in foimess to Basham, 
he did not invent that spurious ar¬ 
gument. It is used by politicians at 
all levels of government from school 
boards to the U.S. Congress. If they 
dont get the money they want, they 
threaten to cut some of the most 
popular programs. A good example 
can be found in Dearborn Heights 
where senior citizen programs will 


be cut after the failure of a millage 
increase at the polls according to 
Mayor Ruth Canfield. 

Basham stated he would not 
“sellout Romulus to the county, or 
the county to Romulus.” That's a 
pretty good trick since, in this in¬ 
stance, the city and county interests 
are diametrically opposed. Most of 
the council seemed to accept this 
statement at foce value, witii one ^- 
ceptioa Councilman Leroy Burcroff 
reminded Basham that he was 
elected to represent the interests of 
his district (Romulus and Taylor) 
and not Wayne County. Burcroff 
asked Basham to keep that in mind 
in future actions on the bill 

Finally Basham repeated a ca¬ 
nard used to pass the original tax in 
1987. Some politicians call the park¬ 
ing tax a “tourist tax” claiming 
mainly non-Michigan residents fly¬ 
ing into Metro airport pay it. It 
seems unlikely that tourists (and 
business visitors) would fly into De¬ 
troit, rent a car and then park it at 
airport facilities subject to the tax. 
Hotel parking is not included in the 
tax. 

There is an irony in the whole 
scenario. Representatives Patterson 
and Basham are said to be running 
for election to the State Senate. The 
district in which Patterson (who was 
fitting for Romulus) is running will 
not include Romulus as a result of 
the redistricting passed by the legis¬ 
lature. Basham’s district will include 
Romulus. If the house prevails in the 
final bill excluding Romulus from 
the tax benefits (largely due to the 
efforts of Basham) he may find it dif¬ 
ficult to gamer votes in that city in 
his run for the senate.

All three facilities- the fire department, 
the police department, and the hospital 
were well past their prime. It is nice to 
know that with the money being invested 
m new facilities, that Wayne residents can 
count on better-than-average service for 
many years to come.

Glover’s best season was in the 
year 20(X) when the Eagles were un¬ 
defeated, captured the Mega Con¬ 
ference championship and went on 
to win the regional as well as the 
state titles. 

‘1 know that I am going to miss 
coaching and probably get a bit 
nervous when the 2003 season rolls 
around,” Glover recently said. “But 
there is a time when you got to let 
go and go on with your life. That 
time for me is now.” 

Merriweather said he doesn’t 
have an immediate replacement
